Schools will suffer 

Corporate tax elimination 
to hurt us, Skidmore says 



The Illinois Supreme Court*s decision to 
rule unconstitutional the corporate person- 
al property tax will "definitely be a 
problem" for the Antioch Grade School 
district 34, Supt. Donald Skidmore said. 

He explained that about si* percent of 
the income for that school district came 
from corporate personal property tax 
funds* which ts in the neighborhood of 
SI00.0WX 

Skidmore said the district is "assured of 
its income for this year, and it won't be a 
problem, bat it may become a problem in 
future school years if there is hot a 
replacement tax for it." 

He said the state legislature in Spring- 
field must now focus its energies on that 
"number one'"' problem in legislative 



session to enact a replacement tax pack-, 

age- 

, \ In 1972, he said, the individual personal 
property tax was eliminated and the 
legislature learned "a hard lesson" in 
replacing it for school districts. 

When asked what he thought would be 
the replacement tax for .the corporate 
personal property tax, Skidmore said, "1. 
don't want to be a prophet of doom, but my 
guess is that they legislature, will go to an 
increased state income tax." 

The Illinois Association of School Boards 

in a press release* said the eliminati on of 

the corporate tax is "a major financial 

crisis tor local school districts.

There are three types of homeowners insurance policies: 
Homeowner-1 (HO-1, basic), homeowner-2 (HO-2, broad) 
and homeowner-3 (HO-3,. special). 

The liability coverages under all three are the same. The 
differences come in the coverage on property. An HO-1 
doesn't provide enough coverage to even consider. , It 
insures you only for the depreciated value of your home, 
not, its replacement value. - 

There is almost always thousands of dollars separating 
the two figures. You can not replace your home with what 
an HO-1 would pay you if it burned. You can get full 
replacement cost from an HO-2 or HO-3 policy. 

AN HO-2 PROVIDES insurance on your home and 
personal property in it against a list of specific perils. If 
you suffer a. loss because of one of these, you're covered. A 
loss resulting from any cause that isn't on the list is not 
covered. 

The standard list of HO-2 coverages are: fire or 
lightning; windstorm or hail, explosion, riot or civil 
commotion, aircraft, vehicles, smoke, vandalism; theft, 
falling objects, Weight of ice, sleet, or snow, collapse, 
accidental discharge or overflow of water or steam from 
plumbing, heating, air conditioning, or appliance, tearing 
asunder, cracking, burning or bulging of a steam or hot 
water heating system, air conditioning or appliance for 
heating water, freezing and damage from artificially 
generated electrical current. 

,The above listing of perils is, of course, very brief. There 
are a lot pf restrictions built into the precise definitions in 
the policies. For example, loss from many of the perils 
absolutely has to be "sudden and accidental." ' 

The coverage on contents in a HO-3 is basically the same 
as in an HO-2. Thecovefage on the home itself is much 
wider, V/here the HO-2 says that you're insured for a 
specific list of perils, the HO-3 says that you're insured for 
anything and everything .except a specific list of 
exceptions. 

The HO-3 will generally cost about S30 a year more than 
an HO-2 with the same company. The extra premium is 
money well spent because the list of exceptions in an HO-3 
is small. / 

The standard exclusions in an HO-3 policy are: 
ordinance of law (when >ou have to replace old items with

code), earth movement, water damage, (flood, sewer 
backup, or seepage through --underground walls), power 
interruption "(when a blackout spoils the food in your 
freezer), neglect, .war or nuclear hazard. 

The net effect of the wider coverage under an HO-3 can 
be shown with a few examples. If you have Ice dammingdn 
winter and water seeps through your roof, you're covered 
under an HO-3 — you're not covered under an HO-2. If 
yoli puncture your septic tank while planting a tree; you're 
covered under an HO-3 — you're not covered under an 
HO-2. 

This column is a discussion of the, provisions generally 
found. in. homeowner's insurance policies. To know exactly 
what is and is not in your policy, you would have to read 
the policy itself. ,

ALSO SKIDMORE SUGGESTED^ that 
the small kindergarten, first and second 
grade classes be. moved from the Channel 
Lake School to the Oakland School next 
year where the children will be integrated 
within the existing classes. 

He said this would enable the district to 
save approximately 535,000 for the 1979-SO 
school year. 

At the same time, he said, the special 
education classes should be transferred 
from the Lower Grade Center to Channel 
lake.

SKIDMORE ALSO recommended an 
annual increment of S500 for Larry 
Wagner, band director, effective for the 
next school year.
